Nor could the wiſeſt Head in Zurope 
now propoſe, who to divide this Monarchy 
of France amongs thoſe that have the 
larg<ft Clai. by Right of SatisfaQtion for 
th= Burthen of the War, have ſo much al- 
ready, that ſhould ſuch Additions be made 
to them, the Ballanc? of Power, 1h4t thing 
we are jo tender of. and with ſo much Cauſe, 
would be in more Danger of being broken, 
than it was before.

Should the Sp.mizrd take from them Bur- 
gundy, Franche Compte, Langue {nc, and Pro- 
vence, and thereby jon tog-:1cr the Do- 
minions of the Houſe of Auſtria, Europe 
wou!d be too ſenſitle of what bas been, not 
to be uncalie at what might be the Conſe- 
quence of ſuch a Conjunaion of Povery 
which if it ſhould ever devolve npun one 
Head, as tis now ; bur in one Houſe, would 
ſoon give bim Power and Wealth enough 
to enſlire the whole World. 


Where then would you b-ftow this great 
Monarchy ?

'Tis true, ſome DefeRs were found in 
that Peace, as the Connt Palatine taking 
Advantage of the Proteftants, and uuting 
them of their Churches ; Neglett of our 
Trade, and the like ; but Time might have 
reftificd rheſe things without a War. 

The ſeizing the Spaniſh Monarchy could 
no way hare beea prevent-d, but by the 
Treaty of Partition having been executed, 
which thoſe that ſo much diſlik'd it, have 
never yet been able to mend- 

But now does it any way follow, that be- 
cauſe the Freaty of &yſwyck had not reduc'd 
the King of France to ſuch Terms, as were 
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a perfeR Security to all Parts,that therefore 
No Peace at all muſt be ever made with 
him ; that he can be held by no Treaty ; 
and that by a Peace, he. will ſo recover 
himſelf, as always to be able to divide, 
cruſh, and encroach upon the Confede- 
rates; that no Terms can be made with 
him, but what he will break thro* at Plea- 
ſure; oo Security, no Guarrantee ſtrong 
.enongh to'oblize him to keep it longer than 
he pleaſcs, and the like ; and that there- 
fore he muſt be deftroy%d, his very Gorern- 
ment diſfolv'd, and dirided as a Spoil ? 

This is trying the Kingdum of France by 
a bigh Commithon Court, ard bringing her 
to the Barasa Crimiralz finding her Guilty 
of Invaiion, and putting her to Death for 
the Crime; and it you will do this, you 
muſt do it by a Fury of Nations; for all 
Things as w.llas Perſons are to be try'd 
by their Peers, and I am perſwaded, you 
would never find Twelye of them would 
agree in their Verdidt, 

L-t no Mn then pretend, that France 
muſt be dcettroy'd; Delenda ef, is indeed 
put upen the Exorbitance of Frence, tus

Why then ſhould any People be fo weak 
to thiok, that no Peace can be obtain'd from 
France, which we may be effeftually ſecure 
in; The Duke of Mriborough mat be very

Subverſion of the French Monarchy ; or elſe 
his Grace muft be more izynorant, than we 
have any Reaſon to believe him, or than 
we hope they will find him; that he ſhould 
pray for what could be no Security to us, 
and which if we had it, would do ns no 
Good 3 nay and fight for it too, for his 
Grace openly profefſes to fight only, bring
